President Taft Talks to a Big 


Crowd of People. 


PREACHES REGULAR SERMON 


Faces on Audience That Inspires Him 


to Make a Preachment— Appeals for 


Am ity 
Between 
the 
People 
and 


Urges Them Not to Harbor Hatred 


or Anim osity— Reviews Thousands 


of School Children. 


PROSPECTS APPEAR BRIGHT 


Affairs in Cuba Progressing Satisfac­ 
torily. 
Havana, Sept. 27.—After a long and 
harassing period of unceitainty and 
peril, beginning at the inauguration 
of President €tomez and marked by at 
least one tentative insurrcctiton, many 
governmental 
blunders, 
numerous 
charges of corruption, scandals in 
connection with the purchase of arms, 
resignation of cabinet members and 
dire rumors of an impending third in­ 
tervention, the restored republic of 
Cuba appears to have entered a zone 
of tranquillity with reasonable pros 
pects of fair weather. The inception 
of this gratifying change marked the 
Salt Lake City, Sept. 27.—In the 
pulpit of the famous Mormon taberna­ 
cle in this city, where four years 
ago Theodore Roosevelt, then presi­ 
dent, preached a long sermon on right 
living and the duties of good citizen­ 
ship, President Taft faced an au­ 
dience which he said inspired him to 
try to follow in the footsteps of his 
predecessor 
and deliver a preach­ 
ment. 
Mr. Taft did preach a sermon 
—text and all. The immense audience 
in the flag-draped edifice, the splendid 
programme of operatic and patriotic 
•elections, the enthusiastic cheering 
as President Taft appeared and the 
quick response of the audience to 
points which he endeavored to im­ 
press upon his hearers, inspired him. 
the president declared, with higher 
thoughts of country and patriotism. 
The president’s sermon was an ap­ 
peal for amity between the people, 
for attributing the best rather than 
the worst motives to the action of 
ethers when possible to do so and 
not to harbor hatred or animosity. 
“A soft answer turneth away wrath, 
but grievous v/ords stir up anger,” 
was the text Mr. Taft selected from 
the book of proverbs. 
The sermon j 
was a homely utterance, largely made j 
up of a relation of stories to give em- , 
phasis to the points. 
From the tabernacle the president 
was driven to review about 20,000 
school children. At one point along 
the line 1,000 or more children had 
been arranged in a living flag, red, 
white and blue capes serving to out­ 
line the national emblem. 
Thence the president proceeded to 
the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion, where he made a brief address 
to an audience composed entirely of 
men. 
Lastly the president attended 
service especially arranged for him | 
at the Unitarian church. 
After this unusually busy morning 
he left Salt Lake at noon for Ogden, 
where he enjoyed an eighteen mile 
ride through Ogden canyon and made 
his third address of the day at Lester 
park there. 
When Senator Smoot introduced the 
president to the audience in the 
tabernacle hero the cheering was so 
great that Mr. Taft could not begin 
his address for several minutes.

HOVER OVER THE 
DEVASTATED TOWNS 


Vultures Feed on Bodies of 


Men and Animals.

New Orleans, Sept. 27.—One week 
ago the white winged sea gulls gave 
warning with their sci tam s of the ap­ 
proach of the much-dreaded W est In­ 
dian hurricane that was to closely fol­ 
low. Along the entire coast were 
countless happy flsher-folk and sailor- 
men, thousands of trim craft and com­ 
fortable homes. 
Today flocks of vultures hover over 
the devastated towns of Southern 
Louisiana, strewn with innumerable 
carcasses of animals and men. 
Stunned by the damage that was 
wrought by winds and waves, the 
work of relief did not give the people 
time to mourn. Almost IOO human 
bodies have been burned or burled in 
the marshes, where they were discov­ 
ered. 
Dispatch boats returning from Dun­ 
bar, La., between New Orleans and 
Bay St. Louis, Miss., brought the news 
of the discovery of thirty-six bodies 
in one section alone. This made the 
number of those definitely known to 
have lost their lives 200, and there 
are possibly still more undiscovered 
bodies in the Louisiana marshes be 
tween this city and the Mississippi 
state line.

Little Prospects of the Documents and 


Instruments 
Being 
Brought 
Back 


T h is Year— Brooklyn Explorer Not 


Greatly Perturbed by News From 


H arry 
W hitney— W ill 
Not 
Bring 


Suit Against His Rival. 


New York, Sept. 27.—Commander 
Robert E. Perry refused absolutely to 
allow any of the records or Instru­ 
ments of Dr. Frederick A. Cook to be 
brought aboard tho steam er Roosevelt 
and was thus instrumental in causing 
these records to remain in a cache at 
Etah, Greenland, aocoiding to Harry 
Whitney, the New Haven sportsman, 
in a dispatch received in this city by 
Dr. 
Cook 
Sunday. 
The 
message, 
which came as a response to one sent 
by Dr. Cook, is as follows: 
“Started for home Roosevelt. Noth­ 
ing arrived for me. 
Peary would al­ 
low nothing belonging to you on board. 
Said to leave everything in cache at 
Etah. 
“Met Captain Sam, North Star. Did 
not go hack after going. 
Schooner 
bound St. Johns, take steamer home. 
Hope you well. 
See von soon. B'x- 
plain all. 
Good shooting.” 
Dr. Cook was questioned as to his 
view of the situation created by the 
action ascribed to Commander Peary, 
but he declined to say anything de­ 
rogatory of his rival. 
“It may be that the instruments will 
arrive this year after all,” he said, 
“and as for the records and observa­ 
tions, their non-arrival here makes no 
difference whatever, as I have com­ 
plete duplicates so that there will be 
no delay in compiling my story with 
all its details.” 


Dr. Cook Not Perturbed. 
Dr. Cook did not appear to be great­ 
ly perturbed by the news he had re­ 
ceived from Mr. Whitney. 
He hopes 
to see him in a very short time and 
hear a complete explanation of the oc­ 
currences at Etah. 
Dr. Cook denied the report that he 
was to bring suit for slander against 
Peary. 
“There Is no truth in the report,” 
he said. 
“I have no intention of 
bringing suit. 
Naturally I am taking 
measures to have everything in order 
in case of necessity, but I have never 
even thought of filing a suit and I 
wish to contradict such reports at 
once.” 
If they are still at Etah, Dr. Cook’s 
instruments may not arrive in New 
York until the spring months of 1910. 
There is a possibility, however, of 
their reaching here this year, as an­ 
other vessel may have touched at 
Etah after the Roosevelt left. 
“I shall wait,” continued Dr. Cook. 
“I think that Mr. Whitney knew what 
he had in his possession. It would be 
very difficult for me to say what ef­ 
fects the occurrences will have. The 
absence of the records and instru­ 
ments, will, however, not affect the 
ultimate result a particle. 
But it 
would be very desirable to have the 
instruments here; that is certain. 
“Mr. Whitney certainly knew that 
the effects with him were important. 
He was compelled to tell Mr. Peary 
that he had my things with him. He 
is too honest to suppress such infor­ 
mation. 
“I had not spoken to Mr. Whitney 
of any estrangement between Mr. 
Peary and myself. He had believed 
that a ship would come for him from 
the American side and the things 
would go along with it. 


W ill Not Affect Result. 


“The leaving of the instruments 
may cause delay in sending any rec­ 
ords to Copenhagen, but will not af­ 
fect the people who are to make the 
final investigation. 
“There were a few originals among 
the documents left with Mr. Whitney, 
hut it will not make any difference if 
they 
are never found 
again. 
Mr. 
W hitney really does not know what 
there Is or what there is not among 
them. 
“The instruments are not lost. The 
Eskimos know where they are. They 
will be looked after. 
Mr. Whitney has 
sent no word except that they are at 
Etah. 
“I am sure Peary had no means of 
getting any news of me since the mid­ 
dle of April, but he knew that I had 
gone south. 
“Regarding the possibility that a 
man could go within 200 or 300 miles 
of the pole and think he had got there, 
I leave that to the scientists. 
“It Is Impossible to send any one 
to Etah to fetch the instruments and 
records at this time of the year as

Portland, Me.,

It arned from a source close to Com­ 
mander Peary that the commander 
Justifies his action of refusing to al­ 
low Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s instru­ 
m ents or records on hoard the home­ 
ward hound steamer Roosevelt on the 
theory that he had been aware for 
some time of Cook’s intention to claim 
the discovery of the North pole and 
that Peary therefore would sanction 
nothing to aid this project. 
Peary’s forthcoming statem ent con­ 
cerning Cook, it was learned, will 
charge that the Brooklyn explorer can­ 
not produce shoes sledges or otlmr 
equipment which will show the wear 
and tear that comes from travel over 
the Arctic lee. 
This Is the first inti­ 
mation of any specific evidence that 
the commander will produce, although 
ho has said that ho has evidence 
enough to discredit Dr. Cook. 
It seems evident that Peary is de­ 
sirous of issuing his statem ent in the 
near future especially since the ar­ 
rival of Harry Whitney at Indian Har­ 
bor. 
While be declared that Whitney 
has no part in the controversy, Com­ 
mander Peary nevertheless has re­ 
ceived messages concerning W hitney’s 
progress. 
He has, however, made no 


attempt to communicate with Whit­ 
ney and says that ho will make nom'. 
The Roosevelt arri' 
> unexpectedly 
Sunday at Eagle Islam!, Commander 
Peary’s home, to leave Peary’s per­ 
sonal belongings and to receive sup­ 
plementary orders. The vessel’s ar­ 
rival w’ps a surprise, for Commander 
Peary, who preceded her to his home. 
said nothing of the possibility of hor 
touching at Eagle Island. 
On the oth­ 
er hand when she sailed from Sydney 
on Wednesday morning l a s t , the gen­ 
eral understanding was that she would 
proceed to New York with a probabil­ 
ity of taking part in one of the Hud- 
son-Fulton naval parades. 
After unloading Peaiy’3 belongings, 
which filled four or five small boats, 
the Roosevelt sailed for New York.

Now York, Sept. 27.—The sailormen 
of eight nations, England, Germany. 
France, Italy, Holland, Mexico, Ar­ 
gentine and the United States, shuf­ 
fled along the streets of New York, 
mingling with visitors from North, 
South, East and West. 
Beginning at noon, Riverside drive, 
which affords a magnificent view of 
the anchored armada, began to fill up j 
rapidly and soon was again tincom- j 
fortably crowded. 
The Half Moon and the Clermont 
lay quietly at their anchorages, where 
they will remain until the naval pa­ 
rade of Friday, Oct. I, when both lit­ 
tle pioneers, escorted by the light 
draft warships and followed by the 
merchant fleet, again will sail up 
stream to Newburgh, where they will 
be turned over to the Albany up state 
division of the celebration. 
But circling about the fleet of bat­ 
tleships there was an almost unbroken 
line of deep sea excursion steamers, 
jammed to the rails viith spectators 
and listing heavily. At the same time 
a scurrying flotilla of motor boats was 
bobbing about on the roughened wa­ 
ters of the river, carrying visitors to J 
and from those battleships which j 
were receiving for the day. 


Praise British Flagship. 
American officers spoke of the splen­ 
did appearance presented by the Brit­ 
ish flagship Inflexible, whose illumina­ 
tion Saturday was conspicuously bril­ 
liant, spick and span in ner new paint 
and dressed from stem to stern iii 
white awnings, her gracetul lines of 
speed and power combined were more 
remarked than those of any other ship 
on the river. 
Special Hudson-Fulton services were 
conducted at all the churches. A 
form of prayer prescribed for the oc 
camion by Bishop Freer of the Episco­ 
pal church, and Archbishop Farley of 
the Roman Catholic church, was read 
in every parish of the diocese. Many 
who could not g^it into Old Trinity 
crowded the churchyard to view the 
garlanded grave of Robert Fulton.

What the American ex­ 
ecutive lacks iii years, however, he 
makes up in other ways. In a weigh­ 
ing match he would have Diaz jump­ 
ing through the ceiling. The countries 
over which the two men preside are 
also slightly different. 
Down the Mississippi.

Incidentally he will spend a 
day or two at Augusta, where he play­ 
ed golf and escaped anxious politicians 
as president elect. 
A Trip to the Moon. 
Some ingenious and supposedly vera­ 
cious figurer has made the interesting 
discovery that in the last ten years 
Taft has traveled a distance slightly 
greater than that to the moon—or at 
least he wflll have done so when he 
completes this tour. 
Starting when 
made governor general of the Philip­ 
pines in 1900, he has been hitting the 
road at a clip running all the way 
from 15,000 to 50,000 miles a year and 
has incidentally promoted peace and 
matrimony on the way. 
This makes 
him not only the most traveled of the 
presidents, but lands him in a class by 
himself as a globe trotter. Back and 
forth to the Philippines, to Cuba, to 
Porto Rico, to Panama, to the Vatican 
and finally around the world he has 
the president’s train will stop is .Taft. | gone to sav nothing of the trips he 
has made over his own land in outrun­ 
ning Bryan for the presidency. 
Wil­ 
liam Jennings is something of a trav­ 
eler himself, and when the two of them 
got on the road there were hot boxes 
and smoking rights of way. The coun­ 
try has probably never seen distance 
eaten up as it was in the last cam­ 
paign. 
As for Taft, he has the peri­ 
patetic habit and may be expected to 
outdo Roosevelt’s record as a railroad 
patron. It may be that before Taft is 
out of office the aeroplane will become 
the usual vehicle of travel, and if it 
does and if a machine can be made big 
enough for Taft there is no question 
that he will take an aerial tour. 
If 
there are any new ways of going he 
will be in on them, as he has tried all 
the ways there are in existence now - 
all, at least, except the submarine, and 
:his he has probably avoided for safe­ 
ty. If Mr. Taft were to board a sub­ 


marine the unusual weight might force 
the craft to the bottom and hold it 
there. The president will have to have 
his submarines and aeroplanes made to 
order, as he does his chairs and beds. 
Even the buying of a Taft horse 
requires the scouring of the country 
In order that one may be found that 
will stand the strain. 
One of the 
reasons that the White House auto­ 
mobile is a government machine is 
that no mere privately owned one 
would be sufficient. In the matter of 
the present tour, however, the roads 
are now well ballasted and the cars 
strongly built, so no fears rieed be en­ 
tertained on that score. 
Washington Toured In a Coach. 
The presidential tour has been in 
vogue ever since the days of G. Wash­ 
ington, who used to go about in a 
coach and four, with children ahead 
scattering flowers and citizens on the 
roadside raising their cocked hats in 
homage. Washington’s mode of travel 
made it Impossible to cover much ter­ 
ritory, but then there W’as not much 
territory in those days to cover. There 
is also a record that James Monroe 
made a coach tour of New England 
and other parts of the country in days 
when there was such an era of good 
feeling that partisans had ceased to 
cal! each other names. I am not sure 
just what president was the first to 
make use of the railroad for touring 
purposes, but It was some time before 
the civil war. Lincoln did little trav­ 
eling, leaving that to his generals, who 
did quite a little going, both on the 
advance and the retreat. Mr. Lincoln 
visited the front quite often, however, 
and rode a horse along the lines, with 
his tall hat far aloft and his feet and 
coattails close to the ground. Andrew 
Johnson was a lively and violent trav­ 
eler and started the term “swinging 
around the circle.” He appealed to the 
country, but congress nearly got him 
In spite of the speed of his circle 
swinging. 
Grant traveled much and 
was greeted everywhere as a hero. He 
could not make a speech, but the coun­ 
try did not seem to mind. We have 
so many orators around loose that it 
matters little whether our presidents 
can talk or not. 
There is no record of Hayes, Garfield 
. and Arthur having done much in the 
i touring line, but Cleveland went out 
| upon the road and "was accused of us 
; lug an encyclopedia in preparing his 
speeches to the different towns he vis­ 
ited. Ile wanted to throw in some lo- 
| cal color, you know, and there is noth- 
! ing like an encyclopedia for that, pnx 


I vided, of course, that one has no up to 
| date information. Benjamin Harrison 
| traveled much and was widely coin- 
j plimented on his happy little speeches. 
| McKinley did more touring than any 
i other president up to his time, and 
Roosevelt beat McKinley. 
The Roosevelt Tour de Force. 
With the “rough rider” the presiden 
tlal tour became more than a mere 
outing and gratification of the curi­ 
osity of the people. It was a means of 
spreading his principles. 
It was not 
only his method of finding out what i 
the country believed, but an avenue 
through which to tell the country what ! 
he believed. 
Travel with Roosevelt 
was a stirring up time. 
If he was 
not stirring up the people he was stir­ 
ring up the bears and wildcats.' Mean­ 
while he was making it unpleasant ba­ 
the trusts, the nature fakers and sev­ 
eral other classes of undesirable citi­ 
zens. 
No old time preacher went < n 
the circuit with more of the exhorters 
zeal than did Roosevelt. 
It was mr 
enough to write books, magazine arti­ 
cles, voluminous messages, interviews 
and letters galore. 
He also went out 
to John Smith at Kokomo and Henry 
Jones at Painted Post and told them 
about it. Roosevelt not only believed 
in publicity for the trusts, but in pub­ 
licity for presidents, and he got all of 
it there was. 
Whenever “T. R.” hit 
the trail the pressmen oiled their ma­ 
chines and the linotype operators pre­ 
pared for extra hours. 
In this respect it is fairly certain 
that Taft will follow in the footsteps 
of his predecessor. His tour will be a 
means of telling the country what he 
is going to do. In his various speeches 
he will lay down his policies and out­ 
line the program of his administration. 
The vast number of addresses he will 
be called upon to make will give am­ 
ple opportunity for this. At one point 
be can lay stress on one policy, and at 
another he eau enunciate his purposes 
In another direction. 
Thus his utter­ 
ances on the whole tour will be found 
to constitute a mosaic which, fitted to­ 
gether, will give his complete program. 
In the central west and in the home of 
the insurgents he may be expected to 
offer a defense of the Payne bill, in the 
northwest to outline his plans as to 
conservation, in the south his policy 
further to allay sectionalism and ev­ 
erywhere his plans to regulate the cor­ 
porations, his ideas as to monetary re­ 
form, his proposals for additional rail­ 
road legislation and his opinions on 
other questions agitating the particular 
section in which he is speaking or the 
country at large. These speeches the 
newspapers will carry to the ends of 
the nation. Here is far and away the 
most important feature of the Taft 
tour. It infinitely transcends the num­ 
ber of miles he will cover, the partic­ 
ular cities he will visit or the brand of 
entertainment he will receive. 
The 
tour is the president’s method of tak­ 
ing Uncle Sam into his confidence. 
From this aspect it is an appropri­ 
ate and characteristically democratic 
event. 
It is estimated that d e s p ite the length 
of this tour it will give only one per­ 
son in eight an opportunity to see the 
president. 
Truly it is an Immense 
country—how immense nobody realizes 
better than the president himself. To 
visit it all he would have to duplicate 
his journeys for the past ten years and 
again cover a distance greater tban 
that to the moon.
